Care in Poison Use Issued By State 


Indications are that

have another bumper 
crop 
of I 
grasshoppers this year unless far­ 
mers begin control now, says a 
report to The Herald from Bill 
Lehmberg, county agent of Jones 
County. 
Now is the time to con­ 
trol them while they are young 
W ith reduced acreage of crops, 
we cannot afford to feed the hop­ 
pers on our wheat, milo and cot­ 
ton. 


The new insecticides used in­ 
clude chlordane and 
toxaphene 
They give a quick kill and contin­ 
ue to kill longer than standard 
bran bait. 
They are most effec­ 
tive when used on weeds along 
roadsides, fence rows, ditch banks 
pasture lands and creek beds, 
where young hoppers hatch. 
Dosage to use; Chlordane and 
toxaphene may be used either ;*s 
a spray or dust 
Sprays in gen­ 
eral are more effective than dusts 
and kiil for a longer time. 
When 
applying sprays use one pound of 
technical chlordane or one and 
one-half pounds technical toxa­ 
phenc per acre.

feather-bedding demands. 
After a careful study o f the first de­ 
mands o f this unio n, a Presidential Fact 
Finding Bo ard o n May 21,19 43, repo rted 
to President Ro o sevelt that there was 
no 
need fo r an ex tra fireman o n diesel 
lo co mo tives. 
Ag ain, o n September 19, 1949, after a 
seco nd hearing o n the unio n leaders’ de­ 
mands, a seco nd Bo ard repo rted to Presi­ 
dent Truman that: "there presently ex ists 
no need fo r an additio nal fireman... upo n 
either the g ro und o f safety o r that o f 
efficiency and eco no my o f o peratio n.” 


Safety Reco rd o f Diesels is 
Outstanding ly Go o d 


Altho ug h the railro ads accepted the Bo ard 
finding s, the unio n leaden hav e braanUy 
rejected them. They represent 
o n 


ex tra fireman is needed fo r "safety ” rea­ 
so ns. Here’s what the Bo ard had to say 
o n that po int: 
“ The safety and o n-time perfo rmance 
o f diesel electric lo co mo tiv es o perated 
under current rules hav e been no tably 
g o o d. . . 
“ Upo n careful analy sis o f the data sub­ 
mitted o n safety , we hav e co ncluded 
that no v alid reaso ns hav e been sho wn 
ae a suppo rt fo r the Bro therho o d pro ­ 
po sal under which a fireman wo uld be 
required to be at all times co ntinuo usly 
in the cab o f ro ad diesels. The pro po sal 
must be rejected.” 
The rea l reaso n behind these demands is 
that the unio n leaders are try ing 
to make 
jo bs where there is no wo rk. In o ther 
wo rds, a plain case o f "feather-bedding .” 
The railro ads have no intentio n 
o f y ield­ 
ing to these wasteful make-wo rk demands.
